Let me repeat what a list member, who worked for UPS, told us a few years ago: 


The odl UPS wieght limit was 70 pounds. Management force the 150 pound limit into 
place over objections from the employees, 

and as a result package over 70 pounds may get extra rough treatment. Find another 
shipper for packages in the 71-150 pound range. 


I'd suggest Fed Ex ground, or you can do airport-to-airport shipment via air 
freight, which avoids a lot of handling by people to whom the BC 375 is just an 
annoyingly heavy box. You deliver it to the air freight terminal, and the 
recipient picks it up there. DIrect flights are best, for obvious reasons.
